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SMALL PERCENTAGE OF KILLED IN WAR 


It may be astonishing, but it is true nevertheless that the 


ftoldier fighting at the front is in less danger of losing his life' 
than are thousands of men Avho are engaged in peaceful yet haz- 
ardous occupations at home. For the man in khaki, taking the 
mean average, the odds against his being a casualty in any par- 
ticular year may be reckoned, roughly, at about six to one. 
) 


But suppose he does become a casualty? The odds are still! 


about six to one against his being killed outright, while the fol- 
lowing figures show his chances if he is'Bounded. Ninety per 
cent of the men who reach an advanced hospital recover, ninety- 
five per cent recover of those who pass into a casualty clearing- 
station, and only two men in every hundred die at a base hospital.

essarily 
those 


made of Mood or 


stone, but anything upon which the af- 
fections have been set. The order 
here is worthy of noting. It Is not 
from Idols to God, but to God from 
idols. 


Expecting Jetuc. 


Evidently from their attitude, these 


early Christians believed that Jesus 
was to return from heaven. The back- 
ground of their belief Was the fact that 
God had raised his Son, even Jesus 
from the dead. To them the resurrec- 
tion meant more than the continued 
existence of the personality of Jesus 
after his death; It meant his bodily 
resurrection, and coupled with this was 
their belitf In his bodily ascension Into 
heaven. It is not difficult to see how 
with such a faith, it waa easy for them 
to believe in the return to this earth 
of their risen and ascended Lord. 


Were they in their faith mistaken 7 


There is only one place for us to go 
to find out and that is to the Bible. 
Those who have taken the pains to 
count, tell us that there are In the 
New Testament alone, 318 references 
to the second coming of Christ. This 
shows the large place that this subject 
holds In these Sciiptures, not to say 
nnj thing about the reference to U in 
the Old Testament. 


Not Death. 


But are we not to understand by 


these references to the second coming 
of Christ, the death of the believer? 
Many have so taught, but that such 
teaching is incorrect Is evident, if •we 
take tlie p.iusages in which these ref- 
erences occur and substitute the word 
death for the word or words which 
refer to Christ, as, for example. In our 
text, which would then read, "to -wait 
for death from heaven, even death 
v. horn he raised from the dead." Th|s 
Is so absurd that we see at once that 
by the second coming of Christ Is not 
nipnnt the death of the believer. 


But does it not mean the coming of 


the Holy Spirit? This teaching Is far 
more plausible, for as some one has 
said nnd his saving is true in a sense, 
"tlie Hnly Spirit is Christ's other self." 
Yet it is evident that we must not con- 
fuse the Lord Jesus Christ with the 
Hob Spliit. Jesus himself is careful 
in making the distinction and speaks 
of the Holv Spirit as "another com- 
forter whom I will send unto jou, even 
the Spiiit of truth." Clearly bv this 
statement he does not moan himself 
any more than when he "peaks of bis 
own coming he means the Holy Spirit. 
Manifestly only bv the most severe 
straining of the Scriptures could the 
second coming of Christ be interpreted 
to menn the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
Try the same test used to prove that 
bv the spfond coming of Christ death 
Is not meant and substitute for the 
word or words referring to the Holy 
Spint, woid or words referiing toi 
Christ ami the absurdity Is Just as ap- 
parent. As for example, in the passage 
quoted abo\e; it Is impossible, as you 
will »ee, to make this substitution and 
hiive any sense whatever left. Try It 
and you will be convinced that by the 
M (oncl coming of Christ is not meant 
the coming of the Holj Spirit.

SMALL PERCENTAGE OF KILLED IN WAR 


It may be astonishing, but it is true nevertheless that the 


ftoldier fighting at the front is in less danger of losing his life' 
than are thousands of men Avho are engaged in peaceful yet haz- 
ardous occupations at home. For the man in khaki, taking the 
mean average, the odds against his being a casualty in any par- 
ticular year may be reckoned, roughly, at about six to one. 
) 


But suppose he does become a casualty? The odds are still! 


about six to one against his being killed outright, while the fol- 
lowing figures show his chances if he is'Bounded. Ninety per 
cent of the men who reach an advanced hospital recover, ninety- 
five per cent recover of those who pass into a casualty clearing- 
station, and only two men in every hundred die at a base hospital.

Expecting Jetuc. 


Evidently from their attitude, these

The back- 
ground of their belief Was the fact that 
God had raised his Son, even Jesus 
from the dead. To them the resurrec- 
tion meant more than the continued 
existence of the personality of Jesus 
after his death; It meant his bodily 
resurrection, and coupled with this was 
their belitf In his bodily ascension Into 
heaven. It is not difficult to see how 
with such a faith, it waa easy for them 
to believe in the return to this earth 
of their risen and ascended Lord. 


Were they in their faith mistaken 7 


There is only one place for us to go 
to find out and that is to the Bible. 
Those who have taken the pains to 
count, tell us that there are In the 
New Testament alone, 318 references 
to the second coming of Christ. This 
shows the large place that this subject 
holds In these Sciiptures, not to say 
nnj thing about the reference to U in 
the Old Testament. 


Not Death. 


But are we not to understand by 


these references to the second coming 
of Christ, the death of the believer? 
Many have so taught, but that such 
teaching is incorrect Is evident, if •we 
take tlie p.iusages in which these ref- 
erences occur and substitute the word 
death for the word or words which 
refer to Christ, as, for example. In our 
text, which would then read, "to -wait 
for death from heaven, even death 
v. horn he raised from the dead." Th|s 
Is so absurd that we see at once that 
by the second coming of Christ Is not 
nipnnt the death of the believer. 


But does it not mean the coming of 


the Holy Spirit? This teaching Is far 
more plausible, for as some one has 
said nnd his saving is true in a sense, 
"tlie Hnly Spirit is Christ's other self." 
Yet it is evident that we must not con- 
fuse the Lord Jesus Christ with the 
Hob Spliit. Jesus himself is careful 
in making the distinction and speaks 
of the Holv Spirit as "another com- 
forter whom I will send unto jou, even 
the Spiiit of truth." Clearly bv this 
statement he does not moan himself 
any more than when he "peaks of bis 
own coming he means the Holy Spirit. 
Manifestly only bv the most severe 
straining of the Scriptures could the 
second coming of Christ be interpreted 
to menn the coming of the Holy Spirit. 
Try the same test used to prove that 
bv the spfond coming of Christ death 
Is not meant and substitute for the 
word or words referring to the Holy 
Spint, woid or words referiing toi 
Christ ami the absurdity Is Just as ap- 
parent. As for example, in the passage 
quoted abo\e; it Is impossible, as you 
will »ee, to make this substitution and 
hiive any sense whatever left. Try It 
and you will be convinced that by the 
M (oncl coming of Christ is not meant 
the coming of the Holj Spirit.
